Mrs.  Lewis  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report  in  connection  with  the  Public 
Health  Service  for  the  year  1927.  This  Report  is  the  thirty-ninth  of  its  series. 

In  accordance  with  circular  834  (Wales)  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  dated  December  22nd.  1927, 
the  report  follows  the  suggestions  contained  therein. 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions. 

AREA.  (In  acres) — 4,104. 

POPULATION. — The  Census  population  of  1921  was  38,945. 

The  population  at  the  middle  of  1927  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  at  40,41f  .

CHIEF  OCCUPATIONS  OF  THE  INHABITANTS. — The  inhabitants  are  largely  employed 
at  the  Docks,  which  are  mainly  used  for  the  export  of  coal.  The  occupations  are  chiefly  ship-repairers, 
boilermakers,  fitters,  coal-trimmers,  coal-tippers,  railway  workers,  millers,  moulders  and  seamen 

These  trades  are  susceptible  to  changes  and  in  many  instances  employment  has  become  casual. 
The  continued  slump  in  trade  has  led  to  prolonged  unemployment , but  so  far  the  health  of  the  community 
has  not  been  affected. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. — Table  I.  shows  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district  during  the  years  1923 


to  1927. 
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BIRTHS.- — According  to  the  Registrar  General  the  births  in  Barry  during  1927  numbered  705 
(353  males  and  352  females)  this  being  119  less  than  last  year.  The  birth-rate  was  17.44  as  compared  with 

20.22  in  1926. 


The  illegitimate  births  registered  during  1927  numbered  22  (10  males  and  12  females). 

From  the  weekly  returns  of  the  Local  Registrar  the  total  number  of  births  amounted  to  703  (354 
males  and  349  females) . 
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DEATHS. — The  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  486,  of  this  total  281  were  males  and  205 
females.  The  death-rate  from  all  causes  was  12.02  per  1 ,000  population . compared  with  9.86  for  the  previous 


year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDIZED  BY  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  OR  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

(1)  TUBERCULOSIS .—  Hospital  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  has  been  pro- 
vided and  controlled  by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association. 

There  is  no  local  hospital  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  suffering  from  this  disease. 

(2)  MATERNITY. — No  provision  has  been  made  locally  for  reception  of  maternity  cases.  There 
is  no  immediate  need  for  a separate  institution  for  these  cases  (see  under  Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital). 

(3)  CHILDREN. — There  is  no  local  children's  hospital.  A small  children’s  ward  for  accidents 
and  surgical  cases  is  provided  in  the  Council’s  Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital. 

(4)  FEVER. — The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  situated  in  Colcot  Road  was  opened  in 
November,  1912.  It  serves  the  Urban  and  Port  Sanitary  Authorities. 

Plans  for  extension  have  been  approved.

During  the  year,  4 deaths  from  Diphtheria,  1 Scarlet  Fever,  1 Enteric  Fever  and  1 Whooping  Cough, 
were  recorded  in  hospital . 

(5)  SMALL  POX. — The  Small  Pox  Hospital  is  built  on  a site  off  the  Waycock  Road,  two-and- 
a half  acres  in  extent  and  is  situated  two-and-a-half  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town.  The  site  is  enclosed 
by  a stone  boundary-wall,  6 feet  in  height,  and  the  buildings  are  distant  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the  nearest 
inhabited  house. 

The  method  of  sewage  disposal  at  this  Hospital  is  by  no  means  satisfactory.  The  crude  sewage 
is  allowed  to  flow  on  to  land  in  a wood  nearby . As  pointed  out , some  years  this  condition  should  be  remedied 
by  the  installation  of  a small  septic  tank . 

An  agreement  was  entered  into  between  the  Barry  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Glamorgan 
County  in  May,  1905 , providing  for  the  reception  in  the  Barry  Small  Pox  Hospital  of  small-pox  cases  occurring 
within  the  Urban  Area  of  Barry  and  a part  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  Area  within  a radius  of  ten  miles  of  the 
Hospital  (excluding  the  Penarth  Urban  Area).  In  1923  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
County  Council  proposed  alteration  of  the  original  agreement,  having  regard  to  the  large  area  which  had 
been  removed  from  Cardiff  Rural  Area  by  the  extension  of  Cardiff  City,  and  desired  the  inclusion  of  the 
remainder  of  the  Rural  District.  This  area  comprised  the  Parishes  of  Van,  Rudry,  Rhydygwern , Llanfedw, 
and  the  remainder  of  Lisvane,  Llanedarne,  and  Whitchurch.  The  Barry  District  Council  agreed  to  comply 
with  the  request  to  extend  the  area  served  by  the  hospital  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  small-pox  if  there 
is  available  accommodation,  it  being  a condition  that  the  sum  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  each  patient  admitted 
from  beyond  a radius  of  ten  miles  from  the  hospital  shall  be  the  actual  cost  incurred. 

No  case  of  small-pox  occurred  in  the  area  during  1927. 

(6)  OTHER  HOSPITALS. — The  Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital  is  situated  in  Wyndham 
Street,  the  back  overlooking  Central  Park.  It  consists  of  an  Administrative  and  Ward  Block  and  a Laundry 
Block.  A small  mortuary  has  been  erected  during  the  year. 

Extensions  to  the  Hospital  have  been  considered  by  the  Council  from  time  to  time,  but  in  1924 
it  was  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the  proposed  enlargement.  Whenever  this  question  is  discussed  at  a 
future  period,  provision  should  be  made  for  medical,  children’s  and  maternity  wards.  In  the  near  future, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  additional  accommodation  and  staff  for  dealing  with  the  increased  demand 
for  massage  and  electrical  treatment . 

The  Hospital  is  managed  by  the  Hospital  Committee  of  the  ITrban  District  Council.  A monthly 
return  is  made  to  the  Committee  of  all  cases  admitted . The  present  medical  staff  consists  of  Medical 
Superintendent,  Surgeon,  House  Surgeon,  Two  Assistant  Surgeons,  and  Radiographer.  The  nursing  staff 
consists  of  Matron,  one  Sister,  four  Staff  Nurses,  a Masseuse,  and  six  Probationers.

The  waiting  list  continues  and  averages  approximately , — 41  men , 52  women , and  5 children , making 
a total  of  98 . 

ANY  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS.— No  institutional 
provision  exist  in  the  area  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children,  but  the  Board 
of  Guardians  deal  with  some  of  these  cases  at  the  City  Lodge  and  the  Homes  at  Cardiff. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — The  Council  are  in  possession  of  two  ambulances,  one  for  the 
removal  of  infectious  diseases,  and  the  other  is  used  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  non -infectious  and 
accident  cases.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


{a)  NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS.  During  the  year  684  live  births  (348  males  and  336 
females)  and  42  stillbirths  (20  males  and  22  females)  were  notified  under  the  provisions  of  the  Notification 

of  Births  Acts. 

The  midwives  notified  662  live  births  and  22  stillbirths,  whilst  parents  and  doctors  notified  22 

live  births. 

Twenty  midwives  (15  trained  and  5 bona  fide)  practise  in  the  district,  and  have  a representative 
on  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 


( b ) INFANTILE  MORTALITY. — There  were  705  births  during  the  year,  and  47  deaths  of  child- 
ren under  one  year,  resulting  in  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  66.66  per  1 ,000  births  registered,  as  compared 
with  65.53  for  1926. 

The  causes  of  death  of  children  under  one  year  are  shown  in  Table  VI . 

The  chief  cause  of  mortality  among  infants  in  1927 , as  shown  in  Table  VI . was  pneumonia , being 
responsible  for  1 1 deaths . 

The  second  chief  cause  was  prematurity  with  9 deaths,  5 of  which  took  place  during  the  first 
week  of  life.  There  was  an  equal  number  of  deaths  from  convulsions  and  marasmus,  &c. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  enteritis,  gastritis  and  diarrhoea,  was  5 for  the  year  1927. 

Congenital  malformation  accounted  for  2 deaths. 

Among  the  other  causes  of  death  were  whooping  cough,  bronchitis,  tuberculous  meningitis,  menin- 
gitis, and  rickets,  &c.

During  the  year  midwives’  fees  were  paid  in  full  in  15  cases.  This  was  a decrease  in  the  number 
of  midwives’  fees  paid  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

HOME  HELPS. — No  case  was  provided  with  the  services  of  a Home  Help. 

DRIED  MILK. — Clinic  Patients  on  production  of  a certificate  were  supplied  with  dried  milk  at 
reduced  cost  from  the  chemists  in  the  locality  where  they  resided.  In  necessitous  cases  special  certificates 
were  issued  and  accounts  rendered  to  the  Council.  A similar  concession  was  allowed  for  the  supply  of 
mixtures,  medicines  and  powders,  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  accordance  with  rates  applicable 
to  panel  patients. 

During  the  year  183  cases  were  supplied  with  1 ,819  lbs.  of  dried  milk  at  the  cost  of  the  Committee; 
198  cases  were  supplied  with  2,428  lbs.  at  their  own  expense.  There  has  been  a decrease  of  1 ,610  lbs.  in 
the  amount  of  dried  milk  issued  at  the  cost  of  the  Committee,  as  compared  with  1926.

ORTHOPAEDICS . 

Cases  of  physically  defective  children  under  school  age  are  referred  from  the  Centres  to  the  Prince 
of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff,  for  treatment.  The  expenses  incurred  in  necessitous  cases  are  paid  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  Neale  Trust. 

The  hospital  fees  being : — 

In-patients  ...  2 guineas  a week . 

Out-patients  ...  Registration  fee  of  5s.  each  case. 

During  the  year  27  cases  received  remedial  treatment  at  the  Hospital. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. — Pulmonary:  Forty-six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  sixty-two  for  1926. 

Other  forms:  Sixteen  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1927,  as  compared 
with  nineteen  for  1926. 

The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  1.18  per  1,000  population,  as  compared  with 
0.86  for  1926.  6.2  per  cent,  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  had  not  been  notified  by  the  doctors. 

The  death-rate  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0.25  per  1 ,000  population,  as  compared  with 
0.19  for  1926.  30.0  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from  other  forms  had  not  been  notified.

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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. — There  are  no  streams  of  any  size  in  the  area. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.— There  are  two  main  sea  outfall  systems  of  sewerage  disposal 
works  in  the  area,  one  is  situated  at  Cold  Knap  in  the  western  portion  and  the  other  at  the  Bendrick  Rocks 
in  the  eastern  end  of  the  town.  The  sewers  discharge  below  low  water  mark. 

These  outfalls  take  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of  Barry  and  are  quite  capable  of  dealing  with  the  town’s 
requirements . 

In  1925  it  was  found  necessary  to  construct  a small  inland  disposal  works  comprising  settlement 
tanks  and  filter  beds  capable  of  dealing  efficiently  with  the  sewage  from  100  houses,  which  were  state-aided 
and  erected  by  private  enterprise.  The  reason  for  the  construction  of  this  plant  was  due  to  the  level  of  the 
site  where  these  houses  were  built,  being  considerably  lower  than  the  level  of  the  Council’s  main  sewer  in 
that  neighbourhood.  This  installation  is  now  in  use  and  works  very  efficiently. 

DRAINAGE,  PONTYPRIDD  AND  PORT  ROADS. — In  November  last  the  drainage  of  Ponty- 
pridd and  Port  Roads  was  reported  on  as  follows  : — 

Frequent  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  occupiers  of  the  houses  at  the  northern  end  of 
Pontypridd  Road,  as  to  the  unsatisfactory  drainage  system  that  obtains. 

The  Committee  is  no  doubt  aware  that  these  houses  are  of  recent  construction  and  as  there  was  no 
sewer  in  Pontypridd  Road,  cesspools  had  to  be  provided. 

The  lay  of  the  field  on  which  these  houses  are  built  is  towards  Pontypridd  Road  and  the  natural 
land  drainage  is  therefore  towards  the  houses . A considerable  quantity  of  surface  water  gains  access  to  the 
cesspools,  with  the  result  that  they  are  constantly  full  and  overflow  on  to  the  public  road. 

This  matter  was  reported  on  in  March  last  and  the  impression  was  then  that  a Septic  Tank  Installation 
was  to  be  constructed  without  delay  in  the  Nantalog  Valley;  obviously  this  is  the  only  satisfactory  solution 
to  the  present  difficulty. 

The  scheme  should  be  proceeded  with  forthwith  and  be  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  deal  with 
drainage  from  houses  that  may  be  erected  on  the  Port  Road . 

Such  an  installation  would  suffice  for  a number  of  years . With  the  exception  of  the  houses  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  paragraph,  and  in  a few  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  district,  all  houses  are  connected 
with  the  public  sewer. 

SCAVENGING. — The  removal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  daily  in  certain  parts  of 
the  district  and  in  other  parts  at  least  two  or  three  times  weekly.  Petrol  freighters  are  now  being  used  in 
place  of  the  ordinary  horse  drawn  vehicles,  and  the  results  are  exceedingly  satisfactory. 

The  collection  of  refuse  on  the  sea  front  at  Barry  Island  entails  a considerable  amount  of  extra 
work  during  the  Summer  months , and  the  efforts  to  maintain  a good  appearance  on  the  sea  front  have  been 
very  successful . 

All  refuse  is  conveyed  to  the  Refuse  Destructor  and  burnt.  The  Destructor  is  a modern  one  of  four 
cells  and  i-  capable  of  destroying  60  tons  per  day  of  24  hours. 

The  quantity  destroyed  during  the  year  was  8,895  tons,  18  cwts. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  2,120  houses  were  inspected  and  full  particulars  of  the  structural  condition  and 
accommodation  were  recorded  in  each  case . 

Overcrowding  still  exists  in  certain  parts  of  the  district  and  the  difficulty  of  adequately  housing 
the  poorer  paid  workers  remains.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  that  the  rentals  charged  for 
Council  houses  are  beyond  the  means  of  the  artizan  and  labouring  classes  to  pay,  and  steps  will  have  to  be 
taken  to  provide  houses  at  reasonable  rentals  for  these  classes  of  workers. 

Another  difficulty  is  to  house  what  might  be  termed  the  submerged  tenth,  or  persons  who,  what- 
ever their  circumstances  might  be,  make  little  or  no  effort  to  raise  their  standard  of  living.  Many  of  these 
families  are  at  present  housed  in  rooms  in  some  of  the  larger  properties  of  the  town,  and  the  history  of  the 
families  is  such  that  little  encouragement  is  given  to  private  owners  or  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  them 
with  suitable  dwellings. 

Overcrowding  can  be  divided  into  three  main  classes,  viz.: — sex  overcrowding,  overcrowding 
resulting  from  lack  of  accommodation,  and  overcrowding  resulting  from  the  desire  of  some  persons  to  live 
in  apartments  rather  than  accept  the  responsibility  of  a separate  dwelling. 

There  should  be  a more  definite  relationship  between  social  organisations  and  the  Local  Authority, 
so  that  with  increased  social  educati  n and  persistent  supervision,  a higher  standard  of  citizenship  might 
obtain .

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HOUSING  REPAIRS. 

937  informal  notices,  171  Statutory  Notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act  and  56  notices  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1925,  were  served  during  the  year. 

The  remedial  work  carried  out  has  been  of  an  extensive  character,  and  the  difficulties  experienced, 
owing  to  the  great  cost  in  many  cases,  have  required  much  effort  to  overcome. 

The  comparison  of  pre-war  and  post-war  cost  of  repairs  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  increase  in 
the  rentals  of  cottage  properties,  and  this  fact  coupled  with  increased  local  taxation  and  the  stress  of  economic 
conditions  resulted  in  delay  in  several  cases. 

Considerable  arrears  of  rent  have  accumulated  in  many  of  the  smaller  houses  and  the  occupation  of 
these  houses  by  more  than  one  family  results  in  greater  usage  and  consequently  more  remedial  work  is  re- 
quired than  would  otherwise  be  the  case.  Owners  are  in  several  instances  solely  dependent  upon  two  or  three 
cottage  properties  for  a living , and  when  arrears  have  accumulated , they  have  not  the  necessary  capital  to 
carry  out  extensive  repairs. 

During  the  year  legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  twenty-three  cases  and  orders  secured  to  have  the 
necessary  remedial  work  carried  out. 


SHOPS  ACT. 

Closing  Orders  are  in  operation  in  connection  with  the  undermentioned  trades. 

1 . Butchers  and  Pork  Butchers. 

2.  Hairdressers. 

3.  Drapers  and  Milliners. 

4.  Chemists. 

Where  Closing  Orders  are  in  operation,  the  closing  hours  are  comparatively  easy  to  supervise,  but 
the  closing  hours  for  other  premises  are  far  more  difficult  to  enforce. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  more  effective  measure  will  be  passed  in  the  immediate  future  to  place 
this  matter  on  a more  satisfactory  basis.  It  is  obvious  that  with  the  exceptions  that  at  present  operate,  and 
the  many  anomalies  that  exist,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  carry  out  effectively  the  early  closing  of  shops. 

It  is  also  to  be  hoped  that  the  present  absurd  hours  for  the  employment  of  young  persons  will  be  so 
reduced  as  to  bring  them  into  line  with  the  usual  hours  worked  by  other  classes  of  the  Community. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

403  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  456  for  the 
preceding  year.  Of  these  130  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  the  rest  treated  at  home. 

A complete  tabulated  statement  of  all  notifiable  diseases  that  occurred  during  the  year  is  contained 
in  another  part  of  the  report,  but  it  might  be  mentioned  that  in  spite  of  the  continued  prevalence  of  Small 
Pox  in  certain  districts  of  South  Wales,  no  case  occurred  in  the  Barry  District  during  the  year. 

DISINFECTION. 

During  the  year  195  houses  were  disinfected,  also  a large  quantity  of  bedding  and  clothing  at  the 
Steam  Disinfector.  Practically  the  whole  of  the  clothing  from  infected  houses  is  now  dealt  with  at  the 
Health  Centre,  and  this  has  resulted  in  increased  efficiency  and  less  expense. 

DRAIN  TESTING. 

1 1 1 drains  were  tested  during  the  year  and  where  defects  were  discovered  the  necessary  remedial 
work  was  ordered  to  be  done. 

In  many  cases  defects  of  a serious  nature  were  discovered  and  the  requirements  that  all  drains  under 
repair  must  be  supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  were  strictly  enforced.  In  this  connection  274  retests 
were  carried  out.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  only  four  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district  registered  to  accommodate  210  persons. 
These  houses  have  been  frequently  inspected  and  the  byelaws  found  to  be  generally  well  observed . 

The  accommodation  is  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements. 
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INSPECTION  OF  FOODS. 

1.  MEAT  INSPECTION,  (a)  Public  Abattoir— 

During  the  year  the  Meat  Inspector  has  condemned  as  unfit  for  food  at  the  Public  Abattoir,  and 
caused  to  be  either  burned  or  sterilised  the  following : —

The  total  shows  an  increase  of  3,723  lbs.  as  compared  with  1926.  Eleven  carcases  have  been  con- 
demned a^  suffering  from  Tuberculosis . There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  affected 
with  Tuberculosis,  viz. : 2,102  lbs.  above  the  quantity  destroyed  in  1926.  There  was  an  increase  of  1 ,621 
lbs.  in  the  amount  of  condemned  meat  affected  with  disease  other  than  Tuberculosis,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year .

Bye-Laws  have  been  made  by  the  Barry  Urban  District  Council  in  pursuance  of  Section  169  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  Section  129  of  the  Barry  Urban  District  Council  Act,  1913,  with  respect  to 
Slaughterhouses  provided  by  the  Council. 

(b)  Butchers’  Premises. 

The  meat  inspection  in  the  Butchers’  shops  is  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  during 
the  year  671  lbs.  of  meat  were  destroyed.  There  are  no  private  slaughter  houses  in  the  district  and  the  meat 
exposed  for  sale  is  killed  at  our  own  Abattoir  or  purchased  at  the  Roath  Market.  Considerable  quantities 
of  frozen  and  chilled  meat  are  sold  in  the  area. 

The  butchers’  shops  are  generally  well  kept  and  the  older  type  of  shop  has  ceased  to  exist. 

The  butchers  are  doing  their  utmost  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Meat  Regulations  and 
consequently  the  work  of  your  Inspectors  has  been  considerably  lightened.  The  prejudice  against  plate- 
glass  windows  has  been  overcome  and  no  complaint  has  been  received  from  tradesmen  that  adequate  venti- 
lation cannot  be  obtained  under  the  new  conditions. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  question  of  the  milk  supply  of  the  Country  is  a national  one  and  needs  all  the  attention  and 
concentration  that  Health  Officials  can  give,  in  order  to  effect  an  improvement.  In  the  past  the  condition 
of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  has  been  one  of  the  black  spots  on  our  health  history,  and  whilst  recent  legislation 
is  not  in  all  respects  satisfactory,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  operation  of  the  Consolidation  Act,  1915,  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  1922 , and  the  Order  of  1926  have  greatly  assisted  Local  Authorities  in  securing  a much 
higher  standard  of  production  and  distribution  of  milk  than  that  which  previously -obtained. 

Much  still  remains  to  be  done,  and  as  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  the  constant  aim  of  Local 
Authorities  should  be  to  aspire  to  a general  standard  approximating  Grade  A (Tuberculin  Tested)  Milk. 

» 

In  industrial  areas  price  is  the  first  consideration  of  the  consumer,  and  it  should  be  possible  to  place 
on  the  market  a clean , pure  milk  at  a price  that  would  be  within  the  circumstances  of  the  working  classes  to 
purchase . 

The  consumption  of  milk  is  also  a matter  that  requires  much  thought  and  the  policy  of  every  Local 
Authority  should  be  to  aim  at  securing  a standard  of  consumption  at  least  equal  if  not  in  advance  of  other 
countries . 
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It  naturally  follows  that  increased  consumption  will  benefit  the  whole  community,  and  side  by  side 
with  our  effort  to  increase  consumption  should  be  a concentration  of  effort  to  secure  one  standard  of  milk 
only,  and  that  the  best.  Milk  designations  may  be  a means  to  an  end,  but  where  they  fail  to  operate,  only 
one  thing  remains  to  be  done  and  that  is  to  aim  at  securing  such  a standard  of  cleanliness  and  purity  that 
designations  will  not  be  necessary. 

During  the  year  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  of  several  samples  of  milk  and  the 
results  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Sediment  tests  have  been  freely  made  and  the  persistence  of  this  method 
of  demonstrating  the  cleanliness  of  milk  has  resulted  in  marked  improvements  in  methods. 

Other  Foods. 

Periodical  visits  have  been  made  to  all  shops  where  prepared  and  other  foods  are  exposed  for  sale 
and  generally  speaking  there  is  little  cause  for  complaint,  either  on  the  groimd  of  unfitness  of  food  or  con- 
dition of  premises. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

The  provisions  of  the  Barry  Urban  District  Council  Act  dealing  with  the  manufacture  and  storage 
of  icecream  have  been  strictly  enforced,  frequent  visits  being  made  to  premises  where  ice  cream  was  manu- 
factured or  sold. 

This  class  of  trade  should  be  subject  to  severe  legislation , and  registration  as  is  the  case  with  Dairies 
and  Milkshops,  should  be  aimed  at. 

It  is  possible  for  anyone  to  establish  an  ice  cream  business  without  any  general  requirements  as  to 
the  type  or  class  of  building  or  conveyance,  and  in  view  of  the  very  considerable  profit  of  this  business,  it 
should  be  possible  to  insist  on  the  provision  of  a separate  ice  cream  store  apart  and  distinct  from  the  accom- 
modation which  is  at  present  used  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

The  number  of  tents  and  vans  and  similar  structures  is  constantly  decreasing  and  the  day  of  travel- 
ling gypsies  is  practically  over.  The  vans  in  the  district  are  mostly  occupied  by  persons  of  the  poorer  classes 
or  by  those  who  have  failed  to  find  suitable  housing  accommodation. 

Proper  sanitary  conveniences  and  suitable  water  supply  have  been  insisted  on  in  all  cases  where  vans 
are  used  for  habitation. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

There  are  132  registered  cowkeepers  and  milk  sellers  in  the  District.  The  cowsheds  are  being  con- 
stantly improved  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order , 1926 . Many  of  the  cowsheds  are  situated 
on  land  that  may  in  the  near  future  be  required  for  building  purposes,  and  this  fact  makes  it  difficult  to  call 
on  occupiers  to  expend  large  sums  of  money  on  these  premises . 

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. 

The  number  of  licensed  seamen’s  lodging  houses  in  the  town  is  78,  licensed  to  accommodate  418 
persons.  The  decrease  in  the  amount  of  shipping  at  the  Docks  has  resulted  in  many  of  these  houses  being 
infrequently  occupied,  and  the  result  is  that  the  certified  accommodation  is  more  than  necessary  to  meet  the 
demands. 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  in  five  cases  and  fines  amounting  to  £10  10s.  inflicted. 
Rat  Disinfestation. 

The  Council  employs  a whole  time  rat  catcher  who  does  duty  at  Docks  and  in  the  Urban  Area. 
The  major  portion  of  his  time  is  taken  up  by  Port  Sanitary  work.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

(a)  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Small  Pox. — On  one  occasion  during  the  last  six  years  small-pox  gained  admission  to  the  town. 
Four  cases  occurred  in  1922,  and  resulted  in  the  death  of  an  unvaccinated  child  of  four  years  of  age.  This 
outbreak  was  reported  in  detail  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1922. 

Scarlet  Fever  . — During  the  year  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  decreased , 59  cases  being  recorded 
as  compared  with  67  for  1926.  The  death-rate  was  0.2  per  10,000  population,  compared  with  0.0  for  1926, 
46  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  compared  with  52  for  1926. 

Diphtheria. — The  prevalence  of  this  disease  decreased  during  the  year,  there  being  52  cases 
as  compared  with  156  in  1926.  The  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  was  46  compared  with  114  for  the 
previous  year.  The  death-rate  was  1.2  per  10,000  population,  as  against  1.7  per  10,000  population  for 
last  year. 

In  accordance  with  Memo.  68  Med.  of  the  Ministry  of  Health , concentrated  anti-diphtheritic  serum 
(8,000  units)  is  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  for  use  in  necessitous  cases. 

Opportunity  has  not  presented  itself  to  make  use  of  the  Schick  or  Dick  toxin  tests  or  of  artificial 
methods  of  immunization  against  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria. 
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Enteric  Fever. — One  case  was  reported,  and  one  death  was  recorded,  as  compared  with  no  cases 
and  one  death  for  1926. 

Puerperal  Fever. — During  1927,  one  case  of  puerperal  fever  was  reported,  and  no  deaths  from 
puerperal  sepsis  were  recorded  This  disease  has  been  referred  to  previously  under  the  section  of  this  report 
dealing  with  maternal  mortality. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.— The  Public  Health  (Notification  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal 
Pyrexia)  Regulations,  1926,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1926,  require  the  notification 
of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  (as  defined  in  the  Regulations)  in  addition  to  the  notifications  of  Puerperal  Fever  under 
the  infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Acts.  Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  two 
cases  for  1926.  One  case  was  removed  to  hospital  during  1927. 

In  1927  the  Council  made  an  agreement  with  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council  for  the  institutional 
treatment  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  at  the  Isolation  Hospital , Ely , at  a charge  of  four 
guineas  a week  for  one  case , and  three  guineas  a week  for  any  additional  case  at  the  same  time . 

Pneumonia. — Eighty  cases  of  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  forty-three  for  1926.  The  death  rate  from  this  disease  was  1.23  per  1,000  population  as  compared 
with  0.69  for  1926. 

Erysipelas — The  disease  showed  a decrease  during  the  j^ear,  10  cases  having  been  reported , as 
against  18  during  the  preceding  year. 

Malaria. — Two  cases  were  reported  and  no  deaths.  In  each  case  the  disease  was  contracted  abroad. 

Dysentery  . — One  case  was  notified  and  one  death  recorded  during  the  year . 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — No  case  was  reported,  as  compared  with  two  cases  reported  and  three 
deaths  recorded  in  1926. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — This  disease  has  already  been  referred  to  under  the  section  of  the 
report  dealing  with  maternity  and  child  welfare  work. 

Chicken  Pox . — One  hundred  and  twenty-six  cases  were  reported  against  74  for  the  preceding  year . 
There  were  no  deaths . 

This  disease  has  been  made  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  area,  as  a precautionary  measure 
against  the  introduction  of  an  outbreak  of  small-pox  into  the  town  through  the  Port  of  Barry. 

Tuberculosis.— This  disease  has  been  dealt  with  separately  earlier  in  the  report . 

Table  XX  shows  the  classification  of  all  the  Notifiable  Diseases  in  age  groups,  wards  and  deaths 
according  to  ages. 

(b)  NON -NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Measles. — This  disease  ceased  to  be  compulsorily  notifiable  in  1919,  but  a large  proportion  of  the 
cases  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Service  by  the  visits  of  the  health  officials  and 
attendance  officers  of  the  Education  Department  to  the  homes  of  the  children.  The  following  up  of  such 
cases  by  the  inspectors  and  health  visitors  brings  to  light  many  cases  in  children  under  school  age. 

Two  deaths  were  reported  in  1927  and  one  in  1926. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  disease  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department  through  the  same 
sources  as  other  non -notifiable  diseases,  Four  deaths  were  reported  as  against  one  in  the  preceding  year . 

Influenza, — This  disease  is  not  compulsorily  notifiable  apart  from  influenzal  pneumonia. 
Influenza  was  registered  as  the  cause  of  seventeen  deaths  in  1927,  against  six  in  1926. 

Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Station,  A disinfecting  and  cleansing  station  has  been  provided 
near  the  Public  Health  Office.  It  serves  for  Port  as  well  as  District  work.

The  report  covers  the  work  of  the  Authority  during  the  year  and  includes  the  following : — 


(1)  Measures  adopted  under  the  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  and  allied  orders  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  (Ministry  of  Health)  and  under  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations , 1920 . 

(2)  The  measures  taken  to  reduce  the  number  of  rats  on  docks  and  on  ships  and  to  ascertain  the  existence 
of  plague  amongst  such  rats. 

(3)  Action  taken  in  regard  to  the  sanitation  of  vessels,  and  conveniences  in  shops  on  docks. 

(4)  The  inspection  of  imported  foods  under  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations.

THE  PORT  OF  BARRY. 

The  Barry  Docks  consist  of  three  docks  (Nos.  1 , 2 and  3,)  and  are  situated  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Bristol  Channel,  about  nine  miles  south-west  of  Cardiff. 

The  Docks  possess  great  advantages  in  having  the  entrances  close  to  deep  water.  These  entrances 
are  at  the  eastern  end  of  Dock  No . 1 , and  lie  under  the  high  land  of  Barry  Island , being  well  sheltered  from  the 
prevailing  westerly  and  south-westerly  winds. 

Breakwaters  have  been  constructed  protecting  the  entrance.  They  completely  cover  the  possible 
points  of  exposure,  which  are  to  the  south-eastward  with  a sea-range  of  14  miles,  and  to  the  southward  with  a 
sea-range  of  16  miles . Within  the  breakwaters  there  is  an  area  of  32  acres  water  space . The  distance  from  the 
extremity  of  the  eastern  breakwater  to  the  extremity  of  the  western  breakwater  is  350  feet,  so  that  vessels 
arriving  can  proceed  promptly  from  the  Bristol  Channel  to  smooth  water. 

Opposite  the  breakwaters  are  two  entrances 

1 .  — Low  water  entrance,  known  as  "The  Lady  Windsor  Lock” 

2.  — Basin  entrance. 

Dock  No.  1 was  opened  in  1889,  at  the  same  time  as  the  Basin  (Dock  No.  3.) 

Dock  No.  2.  was  opened  in  1893,  and  is  entered  from  Dock  No.  1 . 

The  total  area  of  the  wet  docks  is  114  acres. 
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The  provision  of  the  Low  Water  Lock  enables  locking  operations  to  be  carried  on  over  a wide  range 
of  tide,  and  vessels  of  all  sizes  are  thereby  able  to  enter  and  leave  with  great  facility  and  a minimum  loss  of 
time.  The  Basin  Entrance  is  situated  alongside  the  Low  Water  Lock  and  is  a tidal  entrance. 

Excellent  quayage  accommodation  and  other  facilities  have  been  laid  out  to  provide  for  general 
merchandise  traffic.  Spacious  transit  sheds  for  ware-housing  have  been  constructed  for  the  accommodation 
of  merchandise,  the  largest  of  which  comprises  dry  and  cool  cellarage,  and  two  floors  above.  The  cellar 
is  divided  into  three  section  207,  140  and  141  feet  long  respectively,  and  each  section  is  155  feet  wide.  The 
length  of  the  ground  floor  is  496  feet  and  the  width  156  feet  3 inches.  The  upper  floor  is  171  feet  6 inches 
wide,  with  an  outside  platform  for  receiving  goods  from  ship,  and  for  loading  and  unloading  railway  trucks. 
Within  the  sheds  are  bonded  stores  for  wet  and  dry  goods. 

In  addition  to  the  transit  sheds  already  mentioned  there  are  two  further  large  buildings  for  general 
storage  purposes,  they  occupy  a ground  space  of  1 10,626  square  feet  and  60,270  square  feet  respectively,  and 
were  constructed  for  the  storage  of  grain. 

All  the  transit  sheds  are  admirably  designed  and  offer  no  facilities  for  rat  harbourage. 

A feature  of  the  dock  equipment  is  the  Cold  Stores  provided  on  the  south  side  of  Dock  No . 2 , a long- 
side  of  which  ships  may  be  moored  so  that  goods  can  be  transferred  from  the  ship  into  the  stores  or  truck  with 
the  minimum  of  exposure  to  the  atmosphere.  These  stores  have  accommodation  extending  to  184,000  cubic 
, feet. 

The  Port  Sanitary  District  of  Barry  was  constituted  in  the  year  1893. 

The  Boimdaries  of  the  District  are  divided  as  follows : — 

A straight  line  drawn  due  south  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  common  boundary  of  the 
parishes  of  Sully  and  Lavernock , and  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port , a straight  line  drawn  due  south  from 
the  seaward  extremity  of  the  common  boundary  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Athan’s  and  Llantwit  Major  to  the 
boundary  of  the  said  Port , and  line  coincident  with  that  part  of  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port  which  lies  between 
the  points  at  which  straight  lines  hereinbefore  mentioned  meet  such  boundary  together  with  that  water  of  the 
said  Port  of  Cardiff,  within  such  limits  and  the  place  or  places  for  which  the  time  being  appointed  as  the 
Customs’  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  the  said  Port,  and  every  other  place  for  the  time  being  appointed 
for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  of  the  said  Port , under  any  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  diseases,  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  the  Docks,  Basins,  Harbours, 
Creeks , Rivers , Channels , Roads , Bays , and  Streams  belonging  to  such  parts  of  the  said  Port . 


MOORING  STATIONS. 

The  outer  mooring  station  which  was  fixed  in  1899 — by  Dr.  Blaxall,  of  the  Local  Government 
Board , with  the  aid  of  the  late  Captain  Davies , the  Dockmaster — is  situated  to  the  east  of  the  dock  entrance , 
between  the  Bendrick  Rocks  and  Sully  Island. 

There  is  no  fixed  inner  mooring  station . 

The  Local  Authorities  which  contribute  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  are  the  Barry  Urban 
District  Council,  Cardiff  and  Cowbridge  Rural  District  Councils,  and  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  whilst 
the  Ministry  of  Health  pay  half  the  net  expenditure.

(a)  For  the  Port.  Drinking  water  is  supplied  by  the  Great  Western  Railway  Co.  The  source 
of  supply  comprises  wells  situated  near  the  River  Ely. 

(b)  For  Shipping.  The  same  supply  as  in  (a)  is  used  for  shipping. 
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(c)  Number  of  Water-Boats  and  their  Sanitary  Condition.  There  are  no  water-boats  in 
use  in  the  Port . 

Thirty-five  samples  of  Water  were  taken  from  ships’  supplies. 

In  each  case  where  the  water  was  found  unsatisfactory  the  tanks  were  emptied  and  cleansed 
before  taking  a fresh  supply  of  water  on  board.

IV.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

1. — Arrangements  for  the  Detection  of  Infectious  Disease  on  Inward  Vessels. 

The  measures  adopted  in  Barry  to  prevent  the  importation  of  Infectious  Diseases  from  abroad  may 
be  described  as  follows : — 

All  vessels  from  ports  where  dangerous  infectious  disease  is  known  to  exist,  or  have  had  such  cases 
on  board  during  the  voyage,  or  on  which  infectious  disease  exists  at  the  time  of  arrival,  are  required  to  (a) 
signal  Lloyd’s  Signal  Station,  Nell’s  Point,  Barry  Island,  who  will  notify  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  and 
( b ) , hoist  the  quarantine  flag  by  day  and  the  quarantine  light  by  night,  before  passing  Nell’s  Point . 

The  vessels  are  boarded  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  who  inspects  the  crews  and  if  satisfied  that 
there  is  no  infectious  disease  allows  the  vessels  to  proceed  to  dock . 

Masters  of  all  vessels  arriving  in  the  Port  of  Barry  are  issued  with  the  under-mentioned  printed 
instructions 

1 .  — All  vessels  arriving  at  the  Port  of  Barry,  and  lying  in  the  said  Port  are  subject  to  the  sanitary 
control  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  his  Officials . 

2.  — Every  Master  and  other  person  in  charge  of  a ship  arriving  in  the  Port  of  Barry  with  any 
person  on  board  suffering  from  any  notifiable  disease  or  sickness  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  vessel  before  having 
been  examined  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

3.  — Notice  is  to  be  given  at  once  of  every  case  of  notifiable  disease  or  any  illness  arising  on  board 
whilst  lying  in  this  Port  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 

4.  — Special  care  must  be  taken  to  report  ever}7  case  of  disease  or  death  which  happened  on  board 
during  the  voyage. 

5.  — Vessels  carrying  the  yellow  flag  by  day,  or  light  by  night,  are  not  allowed  to  have  any  com- 
munication whatever  with  other  vessels  or  persons  from  the  shore. 

6. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  it  is  required  that  all  Water 
Closets  or  Privies  on  Ships,  shall  at  all  times  while  in  Port,  be  kept  free  from  nuisance,  and  all  living  spaces 
in  a sanitary  condition . 

7 .  — Attention  is  urgently  directed  to  nuisances  on  Ships  arising  from  accumulation  of  refuse  on 
deck.  Notice  is  hereby  given  to  Officers  in  charge  of  vessels  that  all  animal  and  vegetable  refuse  must  be 
burnt;  but  if  this  is  impossible,  it  must  be  disposed  of  in  such  a manner  as  to  avoid  a nuisance.  Masters  of 
vessels  before  entering  Barry  Docks  must  have  their  decks  cleared  of  all  offensive  refuse. 

8.  — Masters  and  Officers  failing  to  comply  with  the  above  regulations  shall  be  liable  to  a heavy 
penalty  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  o' 
Health. 

The  following  form  is  issued  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Officers,  who  board  all  vessels,  immediately 
they  enter  the  Lady  Windsor  Lock,  or  basin.  This  form  is  filled  in  by  the  Master  or  Officer  in  charge  of  the 
ship,  and  has  proved  satisfactory.

2.  — Arrangements  for  Notification  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  Arrival  of  Inward 

Vessels  Requiring  Special  Attention. 

In  1S90,  to  avoid  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  information  as  to  the  existence  of  any  infectious 
disorder  on  board  ships  before  entering  the  docks , the  Barry  Pilotage  Board  were  good  enough  to  issue  printed 
orders  to  all  pilots  to  notify  at  once  and  before  the  vessel  enters  the  docks,  any  case  of  infectious  disease,  or 
an v sickness  of  a suspicious  character . 

Pilots,  and  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs,  are  regularly  supplied  by  the  Port  Sanitary  authority 
with  lists  of  ports  where  dangerous  epidemic  disease  is  known  to  exist.  Lloyd’s  Signal  Station,  Nell’s  Point, 
Barry  Island,  is  signalled  by  the  ship,  and  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  is  notified.  In  no  case  have  they 
omitted  to  send  a warning  message. 

No  definite  arrangements  have  been  made  at  present  for  the  reception  of  wireless  messages  from 
vessels  approaching  Barry  Docks.  The  nearest  wireless  station  is  at  Milford  about  100  miles  distant. 

3.  — What  Vessels  are  Boarded  on  Arrival,  by  Whom,  Where  and  How. 

Vessels  arriving  from  infected  ports  or  having  infectious  disease  on  board , are  boarded  either  in  the 
Barry  Roads , or  outside  the  docks , by  the  Port  Medical  Officer  and  one  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Officers . The  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  have  no  launch  of  their  own , the  officers  are  conveyed  to  the  ship  either  by  the  Pilot 
Cutter,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Pilots,  or  by  hiring  a tug  or  motor  launch.  All  other  vessels  are  boarded  on 
arrival  at  the  Lady  Windsor  Lock  by  one  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Officers . 
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4.  — Arrangements  for  Disposal  of  Infectious  Disease  and  for  Observation  or  Surveillance  of 

Contacts  . 

(a)  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  and  Plague. 

By  an  agreement  made  in  1894  between  the  Cardiff  and  Barry  Port  Sanitary  Authorities,  persons 
suffering  from  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  or  Plague,  within  the  district  of  our  Authority  are  received  in  the  Hos- 
pital of  the  Cardiff  Authority  on  the  Flat  Holm  Island . The  agreement  provides  that  an  annual  payment  shall 
be  made  by  the  Barry  Authority  in  proportion  to  the  tonnage  of  vessels  entering  the  several  docks,  in  addition 
to  a weekly  payment  on  account  of  each  patient  received  into  the  hospital.  Cardiff  undertake  the  entire 
management  and  control  of  the  Hospital.  The  Barry  Port  Sanitary  Authority  will  have  to  convey  their 
patients  to  and  from  the  Hospital.  There  is  provision  for  sixteen  beds  in  addition  to  the  apartments  and 
offices  for  attendants.  The  Flat  Holm  is  about  40  acres  in  extent,  and  is  about  4 miles  from  the  mainland 
near  the  outer  mooring  station  appointed  for  ‘infected’  or  ‘suspected’  vessels  bound  for  Barry  Docks.  The 
situation  is  not  entirely  satisfactory  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  landing  on  the  Flat  Holm , because  of  the  strength 
of  the  currents  and  the  strong  winds  in  the  Bristol  Channel  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

( b ) Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

Cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  occurring  in  the  Port  are  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  of  the  Barry  Urban  District  Council. 

Charges  are  made  for  the  removal  from  ships,  and  the  treatment  of  persons  in  hospital  suffering 
from  infectious  diseases.  The  charge  to  the  Owners  or  Agents  of  the  vessel  for  the  maintenance  and  treatment 
of  a seaman  in  the  Council’s  Hospital  is  three  guineas  a week.  A charge  of  10/6  is  made  for  the  removal  by 
ambulance  from  a vessel  to  the  hospital. 

( c ) Small-pox  and  Chicken-pox . 

Cases  of  small-pox  and  chicken-pox  occurring  in  the  Port  of  Barry,  are  removed  to  the  Small  Pox 
Hospital  of  the  Barry  Urban  District  Council. 

The  owners  or  agents  of  the  vessel  undertake  and  agree  to  pay  all  expenses  incurred  in  removal  and 
maintenance  of  patient  in  hospital. 

(d)  Other  Injections  Diseases. 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  there  are  no  cubicle  wards  in  the  Barry  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital, 
the  Council,  on  the  advice  of  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  arrangements  with  the  Cardiff  Rural 
District  Council  to  receive  Barry  Patients  suffering  from  typhoid,  paratyphoid,  measles  or  encephalitis 
lethargica  into  their  Isolation  Hospital  at  Ely,  at  a charge  of  four  guineas  per  week  for  one  case,  and  three 
guineas  per  week  for  any  additional  case  at  the  same  time. 

This  agreement  has  been  very  useful  in  application  to  cases  from  the  vessels  in  the  Port  area.  The 
charges  are  recovered  from  the  ship’s  owners  or  agents. 

(e)  Surveillance  of  Contacts. 

Contacts  if  allowed  to  remain  on  the  ship  are  kept  under  daily  observation  by  the  Port  Medical 
Officer.  If  after  examination  they  are  permitted  to  proceed  to  their  own  homes,  their  names  and  addresses 
are  taken  and  notification  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  to  which  they  are  going. 

5.  — Arrangements  for  Disinfection  of  Infected  Quarters,  Bedding,  etc. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors  undertake  the  disinfection  of  infected  quarters. 

Infected  bedding  is  removed  to  the  Public  Health  Centre  for  steam  disinfection. 

6. — Arrangements  for  Cleansing  of  Persons. 

Patients  are  removed  by  ambulance  to  the  Public  Health  Centre  where  they  are  bathed,  and  their 
clothing  and  belongings  are  disinfected  by  steam . 

7.  — Arrangements  for  Ambulance  Transport. 

A motor  ambulance  for  Infectious  Disease  is  provided  by  the  Barry  Urban  District  Council.  A 
charge  of  10/6  for  removal  of  a case  from  the  vessel  to  Hospital  in  the  area , and  for  removal  to  hospital  outside 
the  Urban  Area  a charge  of  1 /9d . per  mile. 

8.  — Arrangements  for  Detection  and  Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Officers  when  they  board  vessels  entering  the  dock  enquire  if  there  are  any  cases 
of  venereal  disease , they  issue  printed  directions  stating  where  patients  can  obtain  free  specialist  treatment . 
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Table  XJV,  page  18,  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Barry  Urban 
District  Council  contains  particulars  of  seamen  admitted  for  treatment  during  1927  at  the  Branch  Clinic  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 

9. — Arrangements  for  Bacteriological  Examination  of: — (a)  Rats;  (b)  Other. 

This  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  The  Parade,  Cardiff.

V.  MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS. 

1 . — Steps  taken  for  the  Detection  of  Rodent  Plague  . 

(a)  In  ships  in  the  Port. 

When  the  Port  Sanitary  Officers  board  vessels  arriving  in  dock , they  make  enquiry  as  to  rat  pre- 
valence and  mortality  amongst  rats.  If  dead  rats  are  discovered  they  are  sent  for  bacteriological  examination 
to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Laboratory. 

(b)  On  quays,  wharves,  warehouses  etc. , in  the  vicinity  of  the  Port. 

I f dead  rats  are  discovered  on  the  docks , in  transit  sheds , etc . , the  same  procedure  would  be  adopted 

as  in  (a) . 
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2.  — Measures  taken  to  Prevent  the  Passage  of  Rats  between  Ships  and  the  Shore. 

The  under-mentioned  printed  instructions  are  issued  to  Masters  of  Plague-Infected  or  Plague- 
Suspected  ships : — 

1 .  — The  vessel  must  be  moored  6-ft . away  from  the  quay  by  means  of  dummy  barges  or  other  means . 

2 .  — Ratguards  must  be  placed  on  all  mooring  lines , and  adjusted  daily ; alternatively , the  mooring 
lines  may  be  parcelled  and  re-tarred  daily. 

3 .  — Gangway  doors  must  be  closed , and  gangways  lifted  up  from  sunset  to  sunrise , except  during 
the  discharge  of  cargo.  If  it  is  desired  to  keep  the  gangway  down,  a special  watchman  must  be  placed  on 
watch  at  the  head  of  the  gangway,  and  a lamp  placed  so  as  to  illuminate  the  gangway,  which  must  be  white- 
washed . 

4.  — The  holds  must  be  carefully  swept  up  after  the  discharge  of  cargo,  and  all  wastage,  dunnage 
and  refuse  to  be  disposed  of  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

5.  — If  during  the  discharge  of  cargo  dead  rats  are  found,  information  is  to  be  given  to  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authorities  without  delay. 

6.  — If  considered  necessary  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  after  the  discharge  of  cargo,  the 
holds  must  be  fumigated  to  his  satisfaction . 

3.  — Methods  of  Deratisation  of: — 

(a)  Ships . 

The  Rat-catcher  is  sent  on  board  to  make  special  examination  of  ships,  he  then  employs  traps, 
poison , or  ferrets  as  may  be  indicated . 

Sulphur  fumigation  is  carried  out  by  private  firms  under  the  supervision  of  the  Port  Sanitary 

Officers . 

(b)  Premises  in  the  Vicinity  oj  docks  or  ijiays. 

Rat-poison,  smoke-machine  and  ferrets  and  dogs  are  used  by  the  Rat-catcher,  whilst  the  owners 
of  the  premises  employ  traps  and  poison. 

Returns  of  the  rats  killed  by  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company  and  Ranks  Mills  are  received 
periodically  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Office. 

4.  — Measures  taken  for  the  Detection  of  Rat  Prevalence  in  Ships  and  on  Shore. 

(a)  Ships . 

The  Port  Sanitary  Officers  make  enquiries  as  to  rat-prevalence  and  mortality  on  all  vessels  they 
inspect.  They  look  out  themselves  for  signs,  and  if  necessary  have  the  rat-catcher  on  board  for  a special 
examination.  The  Rat-catcher  visits  all  grain  ships. 

(b)  Shore. 

In  carrying  out  the  inspection  of  premises  on  the  dockside  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  pay  special 
attention  to  rat-prevalence. 

5 .  — Rat-Proofing  . 

(a)  To  what  extent  are  docks , wharves,  warehouses , etc.,  rat-proof. 

The  transit  sheds  being  of  modern  construction  are  practically  rat-proof  and  provide  no  harbourage 

for  rats. 

Rat  harbourage  does  occur  on  the  docks  to  a certain  extent  amongst  timber,  pit-props  and  between 
the  stones  of  the  breakwaters. 

(b)  Action  taken  to  extend  rat-proojing . 

(i)  On  Ships.  The  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  Rat-catcher  when  inspecting  ships  in  the 
dock , give  directions  to  the  Master  as  to  any  rat-proofing  required  on  board . 

(ii)  On  Shore.  Dock  premises  are  frequently  visited  by  the  Inspectors  and  directions  given  to 
Owners  as  to  any  rat-proofing  required. 

The  Great  Western  Railway  Company’s  property  being  of  modern  construction  does  not  lend 
itself  to  rat  harbourage,  but  they  take  every  precaution  necessary  to  keep  down  the  rat  population.  The  same 
applies  to  Messrs.  Rank’s  Flour  Mills. 
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6. — Rats  Destroyed  During  1927. 

During  1927,  there  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  work  of  rat  destruction. 

A larger  number  of  vessels  was  searched  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation , and  active  destruction  of 
rats  was  carried  out  without  interruption  throughout  the  year. 

The  Rat-catcher  has  performed  much  useful  work,  and  has  been  successful  in  exterminating  a large 
number  of  rats  on  the  vessels  where  he  has  been  engaged . 

Tables  VII  to  XI  show  the  methods  employed  and  the  amount  of  work  done  during  the  year. 

4 ,847  rats  were  destroyed  on  79  ships  and  special  inspections  were  made  on  168  other  vessels . 

On  the  docks  and  in  the  warehouses  on  the  dock-side  469  rats  were  exterminated . 

Messrs.  Ranks  Ltd. , Atlantic  Flour  Mills  on  the  dock-side,  report  317  rats  destroyed,  making  the 
total  number  of  rats  destroyed  in  the  Port  of  Barry  for  the  year  5 ,633 . 

19  rats  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  reported  to  show  no  evidence  of  B. 

pestis . 

Of  the  79  vessels  deratised,  traps,  poison  and  ferrets  were  employed  on  72,  the  other  seven  ships 
were  fumigated  with  sulphur.

VI.  HYGIENE  OF  CREWS’  SPACES. 

All  ships  are  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  as  soon  as  possible 
after  berthing . 

Inquiries  are  made  as  to  the  occurrence  of  any  cases  of  sickness  during  the  voyage  or  if  any  member 
of  the  crew  is  at  present  sick  or  suffering  from  venereal  disease,  rat  prevalence  and  rat  mortality,  the  source 
of  the  water  supply,  cleansing  of  tank  and  bilges,  and  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  crew. 

The  living  quarters  are  inspected  and  in  the  event  of  any  defects  notices  are  served  requiring  the 
necessary  remedial  work  to  be  carried  out. 

There  is  still  room  for  improvement  of  crews’  living  spaces  in  the  average  types  of  tramp  steamers. 
The  problem  of  living  quarters  for  the  crews  is  a difficult  one,  because  the  limited  space  available  has  to  be 
utilised  as  fully  as  possible  for  economic  reasons  nevertheless,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  several  shipowners 
have  introduced  extensive  reforms  in  their  new  ships , showing  new  lines  of  development .

VII.  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

1 .  — Action  Taken  Under — 

The  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1925. 

The  Public  Health  (Imported  Milk)  Regulations,  1926. 

The  Public  Health  (Preservatives  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1927. 

During  the  year  116,558  tons  of  grain,  as  compared  with  109,167  tons  for  1926,  were  imported. 
There  were  thirty-two  cargoes  from  foreign  ports  and  forty-four  from  home  ports.  These  on  examination 
proved  satisfactory , with  the  exception  of  three  tons  of  wheat  found  to  be  decomposed  and  offensive,  and  was 
destroyed . 

Various  foodstuffs  were  examined  on  the  Canadian  government  vessel,  the  S.S.  Canadian  Mariner, 
and  1 ,866-lbs.  of  meat  which  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  destroyed. 

Considerable  quantities  of  foreign  and  chilled  meat  which  arrived  by  rail  for  storage  in  the  Cold 
Stores  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  468-lbs . of  meat  and  34-lbs . of  fish  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  were  destroyed. 

No  cargo  of  foreign  or  chilled  meat  was  imported  during  the  year. 

2.  — Shellfish.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee . 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  and 
Treatment  of  School  Children  carried  out  during  the  year  1927. 

This  Report  is  the  twentieth  of  its  series,  and  this  year  has  been  drawn  upon  the  lines 
suggested  by  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  Form  6M  of  November,  1927. 

The  year  under  review  saw'  no  extension  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the  School  Medical  Service. 

STAFF. 

1 . Full  particulars  of  the  staff  for  the  School  Medical  Service. 

(a)  Medical. — The  medical  staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service  is  composed  of  the  following  officials: 

(1)  One  School  Medical  Officer.  f 

One  Assistant  Medical  Officer  - Whole-time 

One  School  Dentist.  j 

(2)  Two  Surgeons  (one  Throat,  Nose  and  Ear  Clinic). 

(one  X-Ray  treatment  of  ringworm) . 

These  Officials  are  part-time. 

( b ) Nursing. — There  are  five  school  nurses  who  also  act  as  health  visitors. 

The  Board  of  Education  have  drawn  the  Authority’s  attention  to  the  Nursing  Staff.  They  expect 
in  an  area  of  the  size  of  Barry  that  a Staff  equivalent  to  at  least  two  and  a half  whole-time  nurses  should 
be  employed  whereas  at  present  each  of  the  nurses  gives  one  third  of  her  time  to  the  School  Medical  Service. 

(c)  Clerical. — Two  clerks  are  engaged  in  the  clerical  work  relating  to  the  medical  inspection  and  treat- 
ment of  school  children. 


CO-ORDINATION. 

2 . Arrangements  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  with  that  of  other 
Health  Services. 

The  School  Medical  and  Public  Health  Services  are  under  one  head ; the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
acts  as  School  Medical  Officer  and  is  assisted  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  The  School  Nurses  also  act  as 
Health  Visitors.  The  clerical  work  relating  to  both  services  is  carried  out  in  the  same  office. 

(a)  Infant  and  Child  Welfare. — The  work  of  this  branch  of  the  Public  Health  Service  is  carried 
out  by  the  same  staff . The  records  of  the  children  are  subsequently  transferred  to  the  School  Medical  Service . 

(b)  Debilitated  Children  under  School  Age. — These  cases  are  visited  at  the  homes  by  the 
Health  Visitors  and  necessitous  cases  referred  to  the  Welfare  Clinic,  or  Poor  Law  Guardians,  others  are  advised 
to  consult  their  own  doctor.  Some  of  these  cases  are  eventually  sent  to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  for  advice 
and  report . 
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SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION  TO  PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

3.  Review  of  the  hygienic  conditions  of  the  schools  in  the  area. 

The  schools  generally  are  well  built  and  ventilated,  the  lighting,  heating,  equipment  and  sani- 
tation of  high  standard.  In  the  detailed  report  given  in  1920,  two  schools  were  ventilated  by  the  Plenum 
System.  This  has  been  replaced  by  low  pressure  hot  water  pipes  and  natural  ventilation.  The  following 
table  shows  the  means  of  ventilation,  heating  and  sanitation  employed  at  the  various  schools.  It  will  be 
seen  that  several  schools  still  have  in  use  the  Trough  System  which  of  course  should  be  replaced  by  W.C.  ’s 
of  the  pedestal  wash-down  type , hand-flushed  in  the  boys’  and  girls  ’ departments , and  automatically  flushed 
in  the  infants’  schools.  Owing  to  the  financial  necessity  of  reducing  expenditure  in  recent  years  these 
alterations  have  had  to  be  postponed.

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4.  Description  of  arrangements  made  and  methods  adopted  for  the  medical  Inspection  of 

children . 

In  the  work  of  the  medical  inspection  the  school  nurse  marshals  the  children,  and  undertakes 
the  minor  part  of  the  work,  such  as — 

(1)  Weighing  and  measuring  of  children; 

(2)  Examination  of  clothing  and  foot-gear,  as  regards  sufficiency,  and  state  of  repair. 

(3)  She  assists  in  the  dressing  and  undressing  of  the  children. 

(4)  She  obtains  the  life  and  family  histories,  as  regards  illness,  from  the  parents. 

* 

(5)  She  makes  entries  on  the  medical  inspection  cards,  according  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Medical  Officer . 

The  schools  are  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  School  Nurse  in  accordance  with  a time-table. 
Each  department  is  paid  one  visit  a month. 

Special  cases  are  referred  to  the  Medical  Officer  during  the  routine  inspections.  These  children 
may  or  may  not  be  of  the  Code  age-group. 

(a)  Age  Groups. — In  the  Routine  examinations  the  Medical  Inspection  of  children  of  the 
three  age-groups  prescribed  by  the  Board ’s  Regulations  are  carried  out , viz . : — 

(1)  Entrants. — All  children  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  first  admission  to  school  and  in  any 
event,  not  later  than  12  months  after  that  admission. 

(2)  Intermediates. — All  children  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  twelve  months  following  their  attaining 
the  age  of  eight  years . 

(3)  Leavers.— All  children  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  twelve  months  following  their  attaining  the 
age  of  twelve  years. 

(4)  Other  Routine  Inspections — viz. : — Children  who  do  not  fall  under  the  three  code  age-groups. 

(b)  Schedule  of  Medical  Inspection. — The  Board’s  Schedule  has  been  closely  followed,  and  it  has 
been  found  unnecessary  to  make  any  decided  departure  therefrom . 

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

5.  Review  of  the  facts  disclosed  by  Medical  Inspection. 

(a)  Uncleanliness. — The  number  of  cases  of  uncleanliness  found  on  routine  inspections  has 
decreased.  This  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  several  schools  now  use  the  method  of  removing 
nits  and  vermin  by  means  of  the  Sacker’s  Hygienic  Comb.  Uncleanliness  includes  pediculi  and  nits  in  the 
hair  and  also  cases  which  show  flea  bites  on  the  body.  The  removal  of  nits  from  the  hair  is  by  no  means  a 
simple  matter  and  constant  attention  combined  with  definite  methods  of  treatment  at  home  are  required. 
The  compulsory  cleansing  of  the  more  chronic  cases  would  no  doubt  lower  the  percentage  of  this  form  of 
defect . 

Head. — 4.98  per  cent,  of  the  children  routinely  inspected  required  treatment  for  abnormal  con- 
ditions, being  a decrease  of  2.22  per  cent,  as  compared  with  last  year. 

Body . — 1 .28  per  cent . of  the  children  at  the  routine  inspections  required  treatment  for  uncleanliness 
of  the  body,  as  compared  with  1 .6  for  1926. 

(. b ) Minor  Ailments.— These  consist  of  cuts,  sores,  bruises,  abscesses,  colds,  and  indefinite  illnesses 
not  classified  under  subsequent  headings.  These  cases  form  a large  proportion  of  cases  treated  at  the 
clinics,  as  detailed  in  the  appended  tables. 

(c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  The  number  of  cases  shows  an  increase  as  compared  with  last  year. 
The  routine  inspections  disclosed  4.77  per  cent,  of  the  children  requiring  operative  treatment,  as  compared 
with  4.68  per  cent,  last  year . 

(d)  Tuberculosis. — These  cases  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer;  special  cases 
were  also  submitted  to  him  by  the  School  Medical  Officer,  when  in  doubt.  The  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer 
issued  certificates  of  fitness  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  of  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  14 years. 
Copies  of  these  certificates  were  forwarded  to  the  attendance  department  and  the  schools  concerned. 

The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  shows  a decrease  as  compared  with  the  previous  year . The 
total  number  of  cases  requiring  treatment  being  18.  Two  however  of  these  cases  were  suspected  pulmonary 
tuberculosis . 
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(e)  Skin  Disease. 

Ringworm — 0.05  per  cent,  of  the  routine  examinations  and  0.82  of  the  Special  Cases,  as  compared 
with  0.05  and  1 .15  respectively  on  1926,  were  discovered  to  be  suffering  from  ringworm  of  the  scalp.  This 
shows  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  ringworm  of  the  body  was  14  less  than  last  year. 

Scabies . — 0 .05  per  cent . of  the  routine  examinations  and  1 .06  of  the  special  cases , as  compared  with 
0.09  and  1 .29  respectively  in  1926,  were  discovered  to  be  suffering  from  scabies.  This  shows  a decrease 
in  the  number  of  routine  and  special  cases. 

Impetigo. — 0.67  per  cent,  and  7.5  per  cent,  of  the  routine  and  specials  were  referred  for  treat- 
ment . This  shows  a decrease  on  the  previous  year. 

())  External  Eye  Disease. — During  the  year  2. 36 per  cent . routine  examinations  and  9.36  per  cent, 
special  examinations  were  referred  for  treatment,  as  compared  with  1 .67  and  9.62  for  1926. 

(g)  Vision  and  Squint. — The  number  of  defective  vision  discovered  on  Routine  Examination 
gives  a percentage  of  6.79,  this  shows  a decrease  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  percentage 
of  cases  of  defective  vision  amongst  special  cases  shows  an  increase,  viz. — 11.7  per  cent.  Sixty-five 
cases  of  squint  were  found , compared  with  49  for  last  year. 

(h)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.— Hearing  was  defective  in  0.77  per  cent,  routine  and  1 .17  of  the 
special  examinations.  Middle  Ear  and  other  diseases  of  the  ear  show  a decrease  in  number.  Chronic 
Otorrhoea  is  still  the  commonest  form  of  ear  disease  found  amongst  school  children . 

(i)  Dental  Defect.— The  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  children’s  teeth  is  one  of  the  most 
gratifying  results  of  the  School  Dental  Treatment.  The  age-group  for  leavers  shows  a very  small  percentage 
of  carious  teeth  and  the  mouths  generally  are  quite  healthy.  In  this  class  of  defect  as  in  all  others  there 
were  a few  chronic  cases  who  refuse  treatment  in  spite  of  all  means  of  persuasion  and  advice. 

(j)  Crippling  Defects. — A special  survey  of  crippling  amongst  school  children  is  given  in  the 
Appendix  of  the  Report  for  1925. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

6.  Review  of  the  action  taken  to  detect  and  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  (in- 
cluding action  taken  under  article  45(b),  53(b),  and  57  of  the  code — Grant  Regulation  Nos.  8 and  9.) 

During  the  year  there  was  no  necessity  for  taking  action  to  close  schools  owing  to  an  epidemic. 

There  were  53  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  40  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  100  Chicken  Pox  cases,  amongst 
the  school  children.  Of  all  the  cases  of  these  diseases  notified  in  the  district  89.8  per  cent,  of  the  Scarlet 
Fever  cases  and  76.9  per  cent,  of  the  Diphtheria  cases,  and  79.4  per  cent,  of  the  Chicken  Pox  cases  were 
amongst  children  of  school  age. 

FOLLOWING  UP. 

7.  Review  of  the  arrangements  for  the  following-up  of  children  suffering  from  physical  defects, 
including  a summary  of  the  work  undertaken  by  school  nurses. 

The  arrangements  for  the  following-up  of  children  suffering  from  physical  defects  has  been 
described  in  detail  in  previous  reports. 

During  the  year  526  visits  were  made  by  the  school  nurses  to  such  cases  as  chicken-pox,  tuber- 
culosis, infectious  eye  diseases,  skin  diseases,  etc. 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

8.  Review  of  the  methods  employed  or  available  for  the  treatment  of  defects  and  a statement 
of  the  ascertained  results  of  treatment. 
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(a)  Minor  Ailments. — The  figures  relating  to  this  subject  are  given  in  Table  IV,  Group  I.  and 
comparison  with  last  year  is  very  satisfactory. 

( b ) Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — During  the  year  180  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  and  11 
enlarged  turbinates,  etc.,  were  operated  on  under  the  Authority's  scheme  at  the  Clinic.  In  addition 
children  under  school  age  were  operated  on  for  this  defect , these  cases  being  referred  from  the  child 
Welfare  Centre.  These  operations  are  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Surgical  Hospital  by  the  Surgeon. 
The  cases  after  operation  are  detained  in  hospital  until  the  following  day.  After  discharge  from 
hospital  the  cases  are  visited  at  their  homes  by  the  school  nurses.  The  detention  of  the  cases 
in  hospital  for  24  hours  after  operation  has  a distinct  advantage  over  the  former  method  of  operating  at  the 
Clinic.  In  hospital  any  untoward  complication  such  as  post-operative  haemorrhage  is  under  immediate 
medical  supervision  and  by  the  following  day  the  children  are  sufficiently  recovered  to  be  comfortably 
removed  to  their  own  homes  by  the  Council’s  Ambulance. 

(c)  Tuberculosis. — Cases  of  tuberculosis  or  suspected  cases  are  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 
The  case  is  then  taken  over  by  him  for  treatment  and  a detailed  report  is  sent  by  him  to  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  including  fitness  for  school  or  otherwise.  If  institutional  treatment  is  required  the  cases  are 
admitted  to  one  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Hospitals.  When  the  case  has  been  completed  as  far  as 
active  treatment  is  concerned  observation  of  the  case  is  periodically  carried  out  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer . 


Particulars  of  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  has  been  included  in  Table  XIII  of  the  report  on  Public 
Health  Service. 

(d)  Skin  Diseases. — A very  large  percentage  of  cases  treated  at  the  Clinic  consists  of  skin 
conditions,  such  as  infectious  sores,  scabies  and  inflammatory  conditions  of  the  skin. 

Ringworm. — These  cases  are  all  referred  to  the  X-Ray  Department  of  the  hospital  for  treatment, 
as  reported  in  previous  years. 

(e)  External  Eye  Disease. — The  number  of  cases  of  this  defect  treated  at  the  Special  Clinic  for 
diseases  of  the  eye  has  decreased.  The  majority  of  cases  being  Blepharitis  and  Conjuctivitis. 

(/)  Vision. — The  total  number  of  children  for  whom  spectacles  were  prescribed  for  defective  vision 
shows  a slight  decrease  over  the  previous  year. 

(g)  Ear  Diseases  and  Hearing . — The  most  difficult  cases  of  ear  disease  and  also  cases  of  defective 
hearing  are  referred  to  the  Aural  Specialist  at  his  weekly  visit ; these  cases  being  seen  by  him  at  the  Clinic. 

(h)  Dental  Defects. — The  average  attendance  per  session  for  treatment  was  12.8.  This  number 
shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Details  of  Dental  Treatment  are  given  in  Group  IV.  of  Table 
IV. 


(i)  Crippling  Defects  and  Orthopaedics. — During  the  year  23  elementary  school  children  suffering 
from  congenital  and  paralytic  deformities  received  treatment  at  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff, 
through  the  agency  of  the  Neale  Trust. 

A special  report  of  the  methods  employed  for  the  treatment  of  crippling  defects  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix  under  Group  (b)  of  the  Report  on  Defective  Children,  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1925. 

OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

9.  Review  of  arrangements  made  for  the  provision  of  facilities  for  open-air  education  and  of  the 
results  obtained . 

Plans  for  an  open-air  school  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board  and  approved.  The  commence- 
ment of  building  this  Special  School,  however,  has  been  postponed  on  grounds  of  economy  but  has  been 
included  in  the  1927-1930  programme  of  expenditure. 
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PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

10.  Description  of  the  arrangements  for  associating  the  School  Medical  Service  with  the  work 
of  physical  training  in  the  schools. 

The  Class  Teachers  carry  out  this  work,  and  the  syllabus  issued  by  the  Board  has  been  closely 
followed.  The  playgrounds  are  very  suitable  for  the  instruction  of  children  in  the  exercises. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

1 1 . Description  of  the  arrangements  for  associating  the  School  Medical  Service  with  the  work 
undertaken  by  the  authority  under  the  Provision  of  Meals  Acts,  1906-1914;  particularly  as  regards  the 
selection  of  children  for  the  meals,  the  approval  of  dietaries,  the  suitability  of  arrangements  made. 

On  the  transference  of  the  Special  School  from  the  Wesleyan  Schoolroom , Crossways  Street,  these 
premises  were  taken  over  as  a Feeding  Centre,  the  central  kitchen  at  the  Bible  Christian  Chapel  being 
vacated  early  in  October,  1925.  The  arrangements  adopted  for  feeding  being  as  reported  in  previous 
years . 

During  the  year  in  several  of  the  schools  debilitated  children  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer,  were  ordered  a cup  of  hot  milk  or  milk  and  cocoa  each  morning  free  in  necessitous 
cases,  a small  charge  to  cover  the  cost  being  made  where  the  parents  are  able  to  afford  payment.  These 
children  are  periodically  inspected  and  a noticeable  improvement  takes  place  in  most  cases. 

As  in  previous  years  the  children  of  the  Special  School  have  been  in  receipt  of  dinners  each  day  of 
attendance. 

The  necessity  of  meals  for  the  children  of  poor  families  was  more  than  last  year. 

During  the  year,  180  children  received  19,421  free  meals.  The  average  cost  per  meal  worked  out 
at  3d.  for  food  only.  Total  cost  per  meal,  6d. 

SCHOOL  BATHS. 

12.  Statement  of  the  provision  of  school  baths  and  of  the  suitability  and  adequacy  of  arrange- 
ments made  for  their  use. 

None  of  the  schools  in  the  area  have  been  provided  with  baths. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

13.  Statement  of  methods  adopted  for  securing  the  presence  of  the  parents  at  the  medical  in- 
spection and  for  their  subsequent  co-operation  in  the  subsequent  treatment  of  defects,  with  a review  of  the 
effects  of  such  methods . 

The  proportion  of  parents  who  attend  the  routine  examinations  is  about  80  per  cent;  the  per- 
centage of  parents  attending  the  Clinics  may  be  estimated  at  70  per  cent. 

The  parents  are,  as  a rule,  very  much  interested,  though  one  occasionally  comes  across  a small 
proportion  of  children  who  show  signs  of  lamentable  indifference,  if  not  neglect,  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

1 4 . Review  of  the  work  by  T eachers . 

As  in  past  years , the  School  Medical  Officer  has  had  every  assistance  from  the  Teaching  staff  of  the 
schools  in  medical  inspection  and  treatment  of  school  children. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

15.  Review  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  School  Attendance  Officers. 

Where  for  any  reason  a child  is  excluded  from  school  by  the  School  Medical  Officer,  an 
exclusion  certificate  is  given  to  the  School  Attendance  Officer,  and  on  the  child  being  fit  to  return  to 
school  a return  certificate  is  issued  to  the  School  Attendance  Officer  who  then  follows  up  the  case. 

The  a\ erage  attendance  for  all  schools  during  the  year  was  89.23  per  cent.  This  shows  a decrease 
of  1 .04  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
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CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES.

BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE,  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

17  (a)  Review  of  the  methods  adopted  for  ascertaining  and  dealing  with  children  who  are  defective 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Elementary  Education  (Blind and  Deaf  Children)  Act,  1893,  and  the  Elementary 
Education  (Defective  and  Epileptic  Children)  Act,  1899  and  1914,  and  of  the  adequacy  of  such  methods. 

(b)  Statement  of  the  work  of  each  special  school  during  the  year  including  a statement  of  the 
provision  in  the  area  for  after-care. 

There  are  two  blind  children  (2  boys)  at  residential  institutions  outside  the  district. 

One  boy  and  one  girl  are  at  institutions  for  Deaf  and  Dumb  Children. 

Two  mentally  abnormal  boys  are  at  Residential  Institutions,  whilst  eleven  girls  (over  16  j^ears) 
have  been  admitted  to  the  Drymma  Hall,  Neath. 

These  cases  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  during  medical  inspection  and 
treatment,  and  by  the  visits  of  the  Attendance  Officers  and  School  Nurses  to  the  homes. 

Special  School  for  Mentally  Defective  Children. — This  school  was  transferred  from  the  Wesleyan 
Schoolroom,  Crossways  Street,  to  the  new  temporary  premises  at  the  Buttrills  Camp  in  October,  1925. 
The  conversion  of  the  large  wooden  hall  at  this  camp  has  made  excellent  temporary  premises  for  these 
defective  children.  The  School  is  situated  in  the  most  elevated  position  in  the  town  and  has  ample  open 
space  for  playground  accommodation.  A detailed  report  on  the  Mentally  Deficient  Children  is  given  in 
the  Special  Report  in  the  Appendix  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1925, 

NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

18.  Statement  of  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  in  connection  with  Nursery  Schools, 
including  results  of  Medical  Inspection  and  treatment. 

On  account  of  Barry  being  a modem  town  and  there  being  no  large  factories  employing  female 
labour,  Nursery  Schools  have  been  found  unnecessary. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

19.  Statement  of  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  in  connection  with  pupils  in  attendance 
at  Secondary  Schools,  showing  provisions  made  for  medical  inspection  and  treatment. 

There  are  in  the  town  two  Secondary  Schools  (one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls)  belonging  to  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 

There  is  also  a Ladies’  Training  College  with  accommodation  for  120  students. 

The  medical  inspection  of  the  students  attending  the  County  School  is  carried  out  by  the  School 
Medical  Staff  of  the  County  Council.

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EMPLOYMENT  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

21 .  The  introduction  of  new  Bye-laws  regulating  the  employment  of  Children  under  the  Education 
Act,  1918,  has  added  to  the  duties  of  the  school  medical  service,  inasmuch  as  no  child  of  school  age  may 
now  be  engaged  for  wage-earning  employment  unless  a health  certificate,  signed  by  the  school  medical 
officer,  has  been  obtained. 

The  number  of  children  dealt  with  was  10.  The  children  are  mostly  employed  in  selling  and 
delivering  newspapers,  and  shop  messengers.
